CSUS students will be vot 
ing on Feb. 25 and 26 to either 
maintain or reduce their ac 
tivity fee even though funding 
for instructionally related ac 
tivities may not be available 

Last week Governor Brown 
tentatively accepted cuts 
from Legislative Analyst A 
Alan Post which included a 
complete reduction in instruc- 
tionally related activities 
from the state 

Dick Cutting, CSUC budget 
analyst for the State

CSUS students who do not 
want to retain their current 
mandatory fee can indicate 
their preference for reducing 
this fee at 10 percent in 
crements to as much as 50 
percent 

However, Terry Frost, As- 
sociated Students president 
suid he was concerned about 
the referendum because most 
students right now don't 
really see what they get for 
their money 

Frost said This thing 
(vote) could possibly do away 
with student government 
throughout the state.’ He 
referred to the possibility of a 
plurality vote for the max 
imum 50 percent fee reduction 
even though state funding 
may not be available to fund 
programs previously funded 
by student government 

“If the state continued fun 
ding. we could survive a 30 
percent reduction...but not a 


50 percent reduction.’ Frost 
said. “The entire campus 
would be hurt by that (50 


percent reduction) 

‘So many things stand to be 
lost." Frost said, referring to 
possible severe cuts in the 
athletics program and the 
child care center if a fee 
reduction is recommended 
and state funding is 
unavailable 

Frost said he believes the 
CSUC Board of Trustees 
‘‘would like to maintain’ the

Washington—The _ sting 
from the surge of unem 
ployment has been so sharp 
that attention has been 
concentrated on immediat« 
relief Even Fortune 
magazine has gotten on the 
cuse and. in a _ revealing 
paragraph about who is and 
who isn't important in our 
society, has conceded that the 
number of jobless is too large 
to be kissed off 

Despite the high rate of 
unemployment, to be sure. a 
majority of the jobless are not 
the principal breadwinners of 
Roughly a quarter 
are About a third 
ure adult women. Still, the 
unemployment rate 
married men was 3.7 percent 
in December, the highest it 
has been in a dozen years 

Minimizing the problem by 
consigning millions of people 
to categories of those who 
aren't supposed to need jobs 
isn't a very promising way of 
attacking the problem. After 
corporate America has done 
so much to turn us into mobile 
family-less quasi-social 
isolates, it's a patch of self 
delusion to think it’s not neces- 
sary for everybody tohave the

Is This Svstem Necessary? 


At some point, however 
people are going to cast their 
thinking beyond these Band 
\id proposals. Even though 
this recession isn t likely to be 
us severe as the great one of 
the 1930's, it should raise some 
of the questions which were 
debated then about the nature 
of a system which puts people 
through this kind of wringet 
every few vears 

This is the sixth recession 
since the end of World War II 
Every time it happens 
millions of people lose income 
they can never make up. With 
the barriers to youthful en- 
trance to work and_ the 
progressive shortening of the 
age of retirement, the number 
of most people's wage-earning 
years is fixed and shrinking 
Each layof! means their total 
lifetime income is reduced by 
that much. They can’t make it 
up, and that’s no light matter 
in a society of Carthagenian 
sensitivities which lets older 
people go to their graves in 
penurious degradation

This is not to assert there is 
a cabal of cruel creeps over at 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
cackling and rubbing thei: 
hands as they map our 
miseries. Nevertheless, the 
regnant theoretical premise is 
that, from time to time. the 


government must do things 
which regretably caust i 


recession in order to squeez 
the inflationary pus out of the 
ubscess of economi Sell-1 
dulgence 

If that were true we could 
avoid the infection with a 
moderute degree of right 
living. All of that. however 
presupposes an essentially 
competitive free-market 
economy. Then, indeed, a 
quick recessionary shakeout 
would result ina fast price fall 
and rapid rehiring of people 
with minimal income loss. It 
dvesn't work that way, 
though 


Depressing Eye Openers 


When we do it, only some 
prices drop Figures 
developed by the University of 
South Florida's John M. Blair 
show that the more an in- 
dustry tends to be monopolis- 
tic, the more likely it is to raise 
prices during a_ recession 
Thus for the one-third of ou: 
economy more or less living in 
an oligopolistic condition, 
drastic, tight money and old- 
time religion have the op- 
posite of the intended effect 

Not only does this help ex- 
plain the fact of the 
theoretically impossible com- 
bination of inflation and reces- 
sion, but it underlines how 
much our economy is actually 
two or more economies run- 
ning by different rules and 
powered by differeni 
dynamics. Government ac- 
tion, however, proceeds from 
the erroneous conviction that 
itis possible to operate on one 
set of programs and policies 
for a nationally homogenous 
economy, all of whose parts 
will react in a uniform way.

A rich and proud history

This week is Black History 
Week. Prior to the racial ac- 
tivism of the ‘60's, only a few 
southern schools observed 
Black History Week—now this 
IS a Nationwide event 

As a child. I would have 
been surprised to see ten 
minutes dedicated to Black 
history and I would have been 
thoroughly astounded to finda 
whole week dedicated to our 
history. No, I did not sleep 
through history Black 
Americans received little or 
no recognition in history 
books 


History books dedicated the 
most coverage of Blacks tothe 
slavery and Civil War era of 
the United States. In other 
eras of history, Blacks were 
given a sentence or two about 
Booker T. Washington, a line 
about Frederick Douglass 
and perhaps, a mention about 
Harriet Tubman or George 
Washington Carver Other 
than that, Black children were 
unfortunately led to beleve 
that their race was an un

creative, adventureless group 
of singing and dancing slaves 

The correction of history 
books has been vital in creat- 
ing ethnic pride among Black 
children. Black History Week 
has also sensitized Whites by 
making them aware that 
Blacks have played an im 
portant role in America’s his 
tory 


Although the racial 
violence of the 60's was anun 
pleasunt and embarassing 
period for White America, | 
hope that as a result of the 
creation of Black History 
Week celebrations, my 
daughter will not have to wait 
until she is a 23 year old 
freshman in college (like her 
mother was) to learn about 
such Black historians as Mar 


cus Garvey and W.E.B 
DuBois. In the past, Black 
children did not know that 


they have a real right to shout 
I'm Black and I'm proud 
Blacks have made several 
contributions to the history of 
the United States 


Two Blacks Prince 
Whipple and Oliver Cromwell 


were with General 
Washington when he crossed 
the Deleware on Christmas 
Day. 1776 

Frances Harper, whose 
Poems on Miscellaneous Sub- 
jects appeared in 1854. made 
her most significant con 
tributions after the Civil War 

-William Wells Brown was 
the first Black to write a play. 
The Escape, which appeared 
in 1858 

Pinkney Pinchback 
served as lieutenant-governor 
ot Louisiana. He was acting 
governor for 43 days in the 
winter of 1873 

3ad Ben Hodges and 
Deadwood Dick were 
notorious Black cowbovs who 
caused even Jesse James and 
Billy the Kid to tremble a lit 
tle 

Such literary notables as 
Langston Hughes James 
Weldon Johnson and Claude 
McKay all became more ar 
ticulate inthe 1920's asa result 
of the Harlem Renaissance 

The list of Blacks in 

\merican history is an en 
dless one. Observe Black His 
tory Week. Be proud

The eves of a 12-year-old on 
probation began the NYPUM 
program 

Seeing this child's en 
thusiasm over minibikes, a 
YMCA program director 
asked Honda Motor Company 
Inc. for 15 bikes and formed 
the National Youth Project 
Using Minibikes 

Since that summer in 1970 
the program has_ spread 
nationally. Truancy and drug 
escuptsm decreased and 
grades improved 

New York has only a three 
percent return to delinquency 
in the 11-15 vear age group the 
program handles. This group 
traditionally the most difficult

Student representatives 
would have the right to par- 
ticipate in collective bargain- 
Ing negotiations as an 
independent third party in a 
bill (AB 743) sponsored by 
Assemblyman John Vas- 
concellos (D-San Jose) 

AB 743 is similiar to SB 275 
(Dills - Berman) which, if 
enacted would provide collec- 
tive bargaining for all public 
employees

However, it differs fromSB 
275 by including provisions for 
opening bargaining sessions 
to the public, exclusion of 
student tuition levels and ad- 
mission requirements as 
negotiable items in collective 
bargaining sessions, re- 
quiring employees of all UC 
and CSUC institutions to 
bargain with their respective 
governing boards, active par- 
ticipation by the Postsecon- 
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dary Education Commission 
in long range planning and 
coordination, and inclusion of 
part-time faculty in bargain- 
ing sessions. 


Vasconcellos said AB 743 
will ‘‘ensure that collective 
bargaining protects and even 
enchances the interests of 
students and of the public.”’

Con‘'d from page 3 
and departments’ which 
develop a buddy system with 
their business welfare 
chentele. The range of federal 
subsidies to business is so 
large that it occupied a series 
of compendiums by the Joint 
Economic Committee 
between 1972 and 1974 

In theory. however, our 
economic system requires the 
daily display of consumer 
sovereignty Even the 
Chamber of Commerce would 
agree with that 
again in theory 

But as the practice reveals 
it is patently unfair for con 
sumers, already subject to the 
well-documented adversities 
of fraudulent business prac 
tices and health and safety 
hazards. to have the federa! 
government stack the decks so 
heavily in favor of producer 
interests. The laxness of an 
titrust enforcement by the 
Justice Department and the 
Federal Trade Commission 
permitted further illegal and 
monopolistic imbalances 
against Consumers 

Why not take a fresh look at 
the consumer cooperative 
way of combining private 
property with competitive 
enterprise run and owned by 
consumers? To encourage 
stock ownership in the coun- 
tryv’s corporations, Congress 
has passed tax preferences 
costing the Treasury billions 
of dollars 

To promote farmer 
producer cooperatives,

Dear Congress 


Congress established in 1933 
the banks for cooperatives, as 
part of the overall farm credit 
system, to provide low 
interest loans and technical 
‘ounselling to these producer 
‘ooperatives. Isn't it about

In a proposal for such a 
bank 


USA «CLUSA). the mode! of 
the banks for cooperatives 
(twelve disirict and one cen 
tral bank) is emphasized. For 
example, the government's 
initial Capitalization for the 
‘msumer cooperative bank 
would be phased out as 
member consumer 
cooperatives paid back their 
loans and bought into the 
bank 

Like the banks for 
cooperatives for farmers, the 
consumer cooperative bank 
would become owned. com 
pletely by the consumer 
cooperatives themselves.

The principal obstacles to 
the spread of consumer 
cooperatives traditionally 
have been inadequate credit 
and management/ training 
skills Commercial banks 
have not been int’.ested in 
loaning money to get food 
cooperatives underway. For 
one thing, their large 
depositors like Safeway of 
A&P would object. The hos-

tility of the business es 
tablishment to 
cooperatives is a logical se- 
quence to their dislike of con 
sumers owning and running 
their own businesses 

In many of vour districts 
particulariy urban areas 
there is an awakening interest 
In cooperatives among 
hardpressed consumers. The 
ideal also fits well with urban 
neighborhood improvement 
drives, especially in poor or 
blue collar areas 

Art Danforth of CLUSA es 
tumates that since 1970 there 
have probably been over 500 
consumer goods cooperatives 
set up in the country, apart 
trom the rapid proliteration of 
buyers clubs. Many cannot get 
adequate credit to survive 
These cooperatives cover 
such areas as food, hardware 
auto, TV and appliance repair 
and pharmacies 

What makes consumer 
cooperatives so attractive is 
that. without costing the tax 
payer, they recycle the con 
sumers money in a 
framework of seli-deter 
mination and self-help. When 
you consider economics policy 
and consumer interests. give 
consumer cooperatives some 
thought
